All Ashore That's Going Ashore! 
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Agreement On Attitudes 


Not even the most sincere booster of Ches­ 
ter can honestly state that the community 
attitude toward slot machines and liquor 
violations has been unrelenting condemna­ 
tion 
Nor can the harshest critic of the city 
administration honestly claim that the task 
of halting these practices is made easy by 
the nature of state laws. 
The appearance of a delegation at Ches­ 
ter Council’s meeting this week to question 
the stand on gambling shows there is posi­ 
tive concern about the matter. 
Such concern over increased gambling op­ 
erations and illegal liquor sales and the ac­ 
companying decline of community standards 
in the Panhandle, as stricter Ohio laws drive 
operations across the river, is justified 
More than a few people in Hancock County 
feel strongly that West Virginia must act 
to curb such illegal activities before its grow­ 


ing reputation as a semi-haven for unsavory 
“expatriates” outbalances what progressive 
strides have been made culturally and eco­ 
nomically. 
State police already have said action will 
he taken to curb gambling in the Northern 
Panhandle, where more than a third of the 
1.259 West Virginia gambling stamps located. 
Thursday night’s raid in Newell shows Han­ 
cock County authorities are becoming sensi­ 
tive on the matter. 
But growing gambling and increased li­ 
quor by the drink sales call for a whole 
reappraisal of state standards and law's. by 
the legislature, by state and county leaders 
and by the citizens. 
In Chester itself, there can be a crack­ 
down on whatever activities are regarded 
as illegal and offensive — when the mayor, 
council, police and the community in general 
all agree on just what is offensive and illegal.

most sensitive spots, made Rep. Rayburn 
as speaker of the House of Representatives 
one of the strongest men in the nation. 
If there were to be a disaster affecting 
both the president of the United States and 
♦he vice. the speaker of the House would 
become chief executive—-and while Sam Ray­ 
burn was in Washington that made sense to 
everybody who knew first-hand about hi* 
devotion to the government. It was his life. 


HK LEARNED the legislative trade first 
under Speaker Champ Clark when Texas 
sent him to Washington in 1913, That re­ 
doubtable leader of the House was to give 
way to Frederick H. Gillett, then to Nich­ 
olas l/>ngworth, John Gamer, 
Henry T. 


Rainey, Joseph W. Byms and William B. 


Bankhead before Sam Rayburn and Joseph 


W. Martin, his bachelor counterpart on the 


Republican side, took over. 


What has been their secret? 
How do such men make representative 
democracy work? 
They have smgle-minded devotion to the 
principle that civilization is a good rela­ 
tionship of individuals-an agreement among 
men to abide by rules that have been tested 
and judged satisfactory. Only with good 
reason are the rules ever changed, because 
they embody practices that have made it 
possible for honorable men to make honor­ 
able commitments. 
And 
they are 
never 
changed without notice. 


SICH MKN attract followers in spirit. 
They become rallying points for men who 
think as they think, who believe as they be­ 
lieve. And so they accede to leadership, not 
because they aspired to have power but be­ 
cause, being strong, power is bestowed on 
them in recognition of their right to hold 
leadership. 
Rep. Rayburn has been that kind of a 
man.

This is not a potential skirmish between 
residents of a divided city—a municipal civil 
war. The Kremlin has declared that viola­ 
tion of the sovereignty of its satellite state 
in East Germany will be construed as an 
attack on the Soviet Union 
This is solidly established in the circum­ 
stances that have grown out of tension in 
Berlin as solidly as the policy of the United 
States, which ha* given notice that any viola­ 
tion of the sovereignty of West Berlin or of 


the access route to the city will be construed 


as an overt military move. 
Wixild-be negotiators have that the United 


States and its allies could veer off this col­ 


lision course with the Soviet Union and that 


Premier Khrushchev, in turn, would avoid a 
collision.

CIRCLEVILLE, Ohio 
Unofficial 
estimates

that the famous Logan Elm wa* 
visited during the past summer 
season by more persons than ever 
before. 


Oh, ye*, that historic old tree 
still lives in a small state park 
south of Circleville. 
This is true in spite of headlines 
last spring which reported; “ Rag­ 
ing storm claims famed Logan 
Elm” and “historic Logan Elm is 
felled by vicious winds ” And it 
is true despite the mantle of au­ 
thority given a highway depart­ 
ment handyman who was quoted 
as saying the old tree was “de­ 
stroyed” and that “There is noth­ 
ing left to do but cut it up for 
souvenirs.” 
True, the mighty elm is a far 
cry from being a perfect speci­ 
men of plant life. But, like a 
gnarled and stooped old man. it 
revels in its remaining life and 
is anxious to stand witness to its 
colorful past. 
And, like the old man, Logan 
Elm has left progeny which, in a 
sense, will cause it to live forever. 
Mac E. Noggle, historian for 
Pickaway County, scoffs at “death 
reports” of Logan Elm. He points 
out that many of the smaller 
elms in the state park built around 
IiOgan Elm. sprang from the great 
tree's own seed. A state nursery 
near Columbus raises thousands of 
elms from Logan Elm seedlings. 


ONE GROWS on the statehouse 
lawn in Columbus and another in 
Washington. D. C. And an entire 
New Orleans city 
preserve 
is 
covered with trees which origin­ 
ated in Logan Elm 
Aik! an official of the Olio his­ 
torical society declared that as 
Ixigan Elm leafs out in spring, 
the venerated shrine w i l l be 
spared from the woodsman’s ax. 
Richard Fatig of Columbus, super­ 
intendent of properties for the his­ 
torical society, inspected the great 
old tree and decreed that "it shall 
remain standing." 
But when the time comes that 
this natural shrine no longer is 
able to withstand the force of the 
storm and fails some spring to 
send out that life—revealing sprig 
of green, there will still remain 
an enduring monument to the 
man whose name the great tree 
bears: the eloquent speech of the 
Mingo Indian chief. Ixigan 
That 
speech, 
which 
Thomas 
Jefferson said invited comparison 
with anything from Cicero or De­ 
mosthenes. 
still 
is 
recited 
by 
school 
children 
and 
has 
been 
translated into several languages. 


STUDENTS of Mingo lore con­ 
tend Logan s oratorical master­ 
piece was more than a speech— 
it was the passionate, immortal 
cry straight as an arrow from the 
heart of a noble savage. 
Tom with anguish. Logan cried: 
“ I appeal to any white man to 
say. if ever he entered Logan s 
cabin hungry and he gave him 
not meat: If ever he came cold 
and naked and he clothed him 
not During the course of the last, 
long and bloody war. Logan re­ 
mained idle in his cabin, an advo­ 
cate for peace. Such was my love 
for the whites that my country­ 
men pointed as they passed and 
said. ‘Logan is the friend of the 
white men 1 I had even thought 
to live with you but for the injuries 
of one man Last spring Captain 
Cresap, in cold blood and un­ 
provoked murdered all the rela­ 
tives of Logan, not sparing even 
his women and children 
There 
runs not a drop of my blood in 
the veins of any living creature. 
This called on me for revenge I 
have sought it I have killed many. 
I have fully glutted my vengeance. 


For my country. I rejoice at the 
beams of peace. Yet do not har­ 
bor the thought that mine is the 
joy of fear. I^igan never felt fear. 
He will not turn on his heel to 
save his life. Who is there to 
mourn for Logan? Not one.” 
The speech was recorded bv a 
British army colonel. John Gib­ 
son. an aide to Lord Dunmore, 
governor of Virginia And Gibson 
had more than a sympathetic car 
to I/igan’s anguished apjieal — 
his squaw was Logan’s only sister 
and a victim of the massacre at­ 
tributed by the Mingo chief to 
Captain Cresap 
It had been Gibson's assignment 
to seek out Logan to join other 
Indian chiefs in a final peace 
treaty with the whites Following 
a decisive battle at Point Pleasant 
on the Ohio River, the Indians— 
with the exception of the Mingo 
—were ready to call a halt to 
hostilities. 


THE INDIAN'S had been sum­ 
moned together on the Pickaway 
plains by the Shawnee chieftan, 
Cornstalk They included the Dela­ 
wares, Miamis, Ottawas, Wvan- 
dottes, Cayugas. Their great war 
chieftains 
included 
Red Hawk, 


Black Hoof. Blue Jacket. Red 
Eagle, Cheeskau, Chiywee, Scrap- 
pathus and Cornstalk’s son, Elen- 
ipsico. 
While they were reluctant to lay 
down their tomahawks despite the 
whipping at Point Pleasant, the 
Indian chieftains a g r e e d with 
Cornstalk that peace should be 
made with the whites. 
But Lord Dunmore had great re­ 
spect for the missing chieftain. 
Logan, and was convinced no 
treaty would be of value unless 
the Mingo's signature was pres­ 
ent. 
For that reason. Gibson was 
dispatched to confer with Logan. 
And their meeting 187 years ago 
next Tuesday, Oct. IO. 1774, was 
under a large elm tree on the 
banks of Scippo Creek in the heart 
of the Pickaway Plains It is this 
tree which now apjicars to he 
slowly losing its battle against 
time. 
When that last sprig of green 
fails to appear, and when only a 
withering stump remains — only 
a stump remains?—why, no, there 
still will remain that enduring 
monument — lagan’s immortal 
speech.

Looking back on Gov. Michael 
V DiSalle’s recent seminars for 
newsmen on state financing, one 
conclusion stands out above all 
others from the mass of facts and 
figures, charts and diagrams: 
It’s a mistake to try to separate 
such things from the realm of 
politics 
The cry for “nonpolitical” dis­ 
cussions, studies and rejiorts on 
Ohio’s money problems is a con­ 
tinuing one. 
It comes from the politicians 
themselves who, being human, 
sometimes weary of their front­ 
line battles in the halls of govern­ 
ment. 
And it comes from their constit­ 
uents who, as individuals, flounder 
in seas of confusion over which 
side is telling the truth or, as 
members of organized pressure 
groups, 
find 
themselves 
allied 
against the side that happens to 
be in the political majority at 
the time. 
But it is doubtful that any dis­ 
cussion. study or rejiort on state 
financing could be really “non­ 
political.” That s so whether the 
research took the form of a con­ 
centrated briefing—like the gov­ 
ernor’s seminars—or a protracted 
investigation directed by the Leg­ 
islative Service Commission—as 
has been proposed by Republican 
leaders of the Ohio General As­ 
sembly. 


THE REASON is that 15 people 
for any other number) looking at 
the same set of facts and figures 
can come up with 15 different 
ideas on what they mean in terms 
of desirable political action. 
A couple of random examples 
from Gov. DiSalle’s seminars il­ 
lustrate the point: 
It’s a fact that while the dollar 
cost of the state school subsidy 
program climbed phenomenally, 
the state’s share of the total cost 
of public education dropped from 
46 4 per cent in 1948 to 33.3 per 
cent in 1960 
This means local 
taxpayers have been picking up 
a bigger part of the tab through 
their votes on levies. 
Is that bad? Many people—the 
governor and educators included 
—think so. They argue that many 
Ohio boys and girls still are not 
getting good enough training to 
serve them or their society in 
the future, that local taxpayers are 
burdened enough and that the 
state has an obligation to raise 
its ante 
But many other people believe 
it’s a good trend reflecting strong­ 
er local control of public pro­ 


grams and an increasing aware­ 
ness by the citizenry of its col­ 
lective responsibilities. 
It s a fact that the state uni­ 
versities derive only about one- 
third of their income from taxes. 
Tile rest is supplied by student 
fees, gifts and relatively small 
federal grants. 
Ls that bad? Many people—the 
governor and university officials 
included—believe so. They contend 
students are tapped for more than 
they should be in an “equal op­ 
portunity” program and that the 
universities are nearing the limit 
of the burden they can carry by 
their own devices. 
But 
many other people 
see 
nothing derelict in a political phil­ 
osophy that demands a two-thirds 
contribution from the individual 
who wants to enjoy the benefits 
of a college education. And they 
challenge the wisdom of making 
it physically and financially pos­ 
sible for every child to go to 
college whether he's equipped for 
it or not. 


THE SAME SORT of divergence 
between fact and conclusion can 
be found in virtually every phase 
of Ohio’s $1 billion-a-year gov- 
eminent 
The figures may be cold and 
unchallengeable (even that is not 
always true in government financ­ 
ing), but opinions on w’hat they 
mean are always subject to chal­ 
lenge and the challenging process 
can get mighty heated 
That’s politics. It’s the process 
of making decisions through tho 
political medium of the ballot box. 
The governor’s seminars were 
valuable as “background” because 
he and his top administrators did 
a highly creditable job of pre­ 
senting the facts and figures. 
But the seminars did not solve 
the political argument that has 
been raging in Ohio for these last 
.several years and will range for 
many more to come. 
It would have been impossible 
for the governor to keep attempts 
at political persuasion out of his 
seminars. It's equally impossible 
for his opponents to avoid attern 
at counteracting his persuasive 
efforts. 
That's the way they strive for 
the “troth” in the argument—the 
majority decision of the electorate 
on which side is right. 
The greatest disservice in this 
process is done by the people who 
attempt to shirk their citizenship s 
responsibility by demanding that 
the subject be “ taken out of 
politics.” 


Sherman's Ghost

The minds of most politicians 
are eerie attics haunted by il­ 
logical and nonsensical supersti­ 
tions 
I illustrate by portraying 
the horns of a dilemma presented 
to Richard Nixon by some of his 
friends and numerous enemies. 
Find consistency in them, if you 
can: “He must run for governor 
to make himself available for a 
presidential nomination in 1964 ” 
And “A governor elected in 1962 
must serve as such for four 
years.” 
The first of these propositions 
has been and is questionable in 
Nixon’s case. The second is a su­ 
perstition largely created and be­ 
lieved in by politicians, 
This question arose rn 1942 when 
Thomas E 
Dewey said, in ac- 
cepting the nomination for gov­ 
ernor of New York: “For my part, 
let me say right now that I shall 
devote the next four years to the 
service of the people of New 
York.” 
That has a large escape hatch 
through 
which 
the 
governor 
emerged without a scratch and 
without meeting criticism 
In January' 1944, when the Dew­ 
ey bandwagon was rolling along. 
I asked Gov. Dewey to explain the 
“ inconsistency.” 
He called attention to the words 
“for my part" and then approved 
the following explanation, which I 
wrote in a magazine article: 
“ Even if he has pledged his 
service to the state of New York. 
as Dewey has done, the greater 
authority of the nation can break 
such a pledge In short, the na­ 
tion overrules the state and it 
also overrules Mr. Dewey 
the 
servant of the state " 


DEWEY SOLT.HT the nomina­ 
tion opienly and won it over Dispo­ 
sition I don’t believe his course 
lost him a single vote in New 
York. 
Gov Rockefeller has said, with 
respect to the bearing of his own 
candidacy for governor on the 
presidential nomination in 1964: “ I 
fundamentally don’t 
believe 
in 
that kind of pledge,” That makes 
a lot of sense And I believe most 
voters also believe it makes sense. 
After all. John F. Kennedy rn 
I960 had four more years to serve 
Massachusetts as its senator 
the people of his state voted for 
him as a presidential candidate 
Nixon’* statement differed 
teriallv from that of Dewey 
1942 He made it perfectly clear 
that he would not in any way 
seek the 1964 nomination. 
Dewey did not say that, and he 
did seek the nomination.

B IT NOT SATISFIED with Nix­ 
on’s plain English, inquiring re­ 
porters at the Nixon press confer 
ence in Los Angeles summoned 
from its grave the ghost of Gen 
William Tecumseh .Sherman. 
in 1884 Gen. Sherman was 65 
years old and retired from the 
Army, Jam es G. Blame, the logi­ 
cal candidate, was reluctant to 
mn because he believed he could 
not carry New York. He asked 
Sherman to take the nomination 
Sherman replied as follows: 
“I will not. in any event, enter­ 
tain or accept a nomination, . . . 
I would account myself a fool. 
a madman, an ass, to embark 
anew, at 65 years of age, in a ca­ 
reer that at any moment may 
he tempest tossed bv the perfidy, 
the defalcation, the dishonesty or 
neglect of one of a hundred thou* 
unknown to the president of the 
United States, not to say the eter­ 
nal worriment of a vast horde of 
impecunious friends and old mili­ 
tary subordinates.” 
Later Sherman nailed the issue i 
by a telegram to the convention 
saying: “ If I am nominated I 
will not accept, and will not serve 
if elected.”

I 
and the time was the eve of the I 
convention and not three years I 
before And he had only a few I

When, for ex 
ample, you parents and your chil i 
dren eat at a public place and the 
child older than six or eight, or 
as old as 14, insists on leaving the 
table and roaming about, he seems 
pretty im m ature There s value in 


some wholesome self - discipline 


here. 


You might well consider an­ 


nouncing to the children o v e r 
three or four that they shall re­ 
main at the table until a cer­ 
tain time you will state — at 1 hr 
end, say. of 20 minutes. In the 
home, a clock may be set to ring 
at this time in the interest of cer­ 
tainty. 


FOR THE CHILD over six or 
eight who inclines to bolt his food 
sn he can hurry out to play, a 
definite time limit adhered to may 
have desirable effect. This is far 
better than nagging at him con­ 
stantly to cat more slowly. 
Seeing that he must wait till a 
certain time to leave the table 
anyway, he will naturally come 
to the conclusion that he might 
as well not hurry. 
The foregoing does not take ac­ 
count of the child commanded to 
rem ain at the table until he has 
finished the food served h i rn 
There s hardly a justifiable ex­ 
cuse for such a case 
This problem may be avoided 
as follows: 
Don’t serve the child of any 
age an unreasonable amount of 
food. Let him decide how much 
of any food he is served Even 
let him serve as small a por­ 
tion as he chooses, so long as 
the amount is visible

D rake, 
an 
elderly 
m erchant, 
was 
watching television w hen a m an broke into 
his home near Jefferson, Ga. D rake re ­ 
sisted the in tru d er and was fatally shot. The 
killer searched his victim ’s pockets but 
found only SIO, w hich he took. 
The telephone w ires w ere then pulled out 
of the wall so Mrs. D rake w as unable to 
notify the police im m ediately. By the time 
the sheriff arrived, the killer had vanished. 
Tearfully. M rs D rake described the rob­ 
ber as a m an in his 40s, short and stocky, 
with dark curly hair and dark piercing eyes. 
The sheriff ordered the description broad­ 
cast and roadblocks set up on all roads 
leading out of the county. Several suspects 
were picked up and cleared. A few hours 
after the m urder, a m an nam ed Jam es Fos­ 
ter, 40, was stopped at a roadblock. Though 
he was not stocky, his hair was dark and 
bis eyes w ere dark and fiery. 
Mrs. D rake positively identified him as 
the killer. Foster w ent on trial for m urder. 
Three friends testified that they had been 
witn him throughout the evening and that 
they had never been closer than seven miles 
to Jefferson. But Mrs. D rake pointed out 
Foster as the killer. He was convicted and 
sentenced to die in the electric chair. 
I didn t do it!” Foster cried. “I didn’t' 
His law yers, Jam es H. Wood and Floyd 
Hoard, believed him. So did m any other 
Jefferson people, w ho raised a defense fund. 
The attorneys requestioned Foster s three 
companions, w ho insisted they had told the 
truth. The attorneys retract'd the steps Fos­ 
ter and his friends said they had taken; 
several people thought they had seen the 
four, but w ere unw illing to sw ear they had. 
Months passed w hile Wood and Hoard 
questioned thousands of people. TTiey tried, 
unsuccessfully, to find the .38 caliber re­ 
volver that had fired the fatal shots. The 
date of execution w as postponed several 
bines as the law yers filed m ore appeals. 
Then, as their efforts began to appear 
°peless, they w ere called to a South C aro- 


Beforc Mrs Drake could phone the police, 
tho killer pulled out tho wires and fled 


lina prison, w here a convict told them he 
knew the identity of the D rake killer. He 
said a m an nam ed C harles P. Rothschild, 
who ow ned a .38 caliber revolver, had been 
tipped off that D rake regularly carried 
55,000 in cash; that was w hy he had shot the 
elderly man. 
The attorneys knew about the money. It 
had been sewed into D rake s shirt pocket, 
w here it was found intact after he was killed. 
C harles P. “Rocky’’ Rothschild had been 
convicted on a burglary charge and was in 
prison in Columbia. S. C. The law yers ques­ 
tioned him, but he denied any knowledge 
of the m urder of Drake. Then they arranged 
to have Mrs. C arauna D rake look at him 
“T hat s not the man who killed Charlie, ” 
she said. 


W 


h a t c o u l d the law yers do against the 
positive testim ony of Mrs. D rake? They 
didn’t question her integrity, but they w ere 
convinced she was m istaken M ore than two 
years had passed and their last appeal had 
been denied. Foster again was in the shadow 
of the chair: a new date for the execution 
was only a few weeks away. 
Then, on July 4, 1958. Rocky Rothschild 
confessed that he had killed C harles D rake. 
He had gone to the m erchant’s home look­ 
ing for the 55.000 
Foster was freed, and at a brief trial 
Rothschild was convicted of m urder 
He 
was sentenced to life imprisonm ent. 
In a public statem ent, Rothschild revealed 
w hy he had confessed, even after Mi's. 
D rake had m istakenly vindicated him: 
“The killing has been constantly on my 
mind, and I have read the Bible. One verse 
from the Bible convinced me I should tell 
the truth; Blessed are they which are p er­ 
secuted for righteousness sake, for theirs is 
the kingdom of heaven.’ 
“Foster was definitely persecuted May he 
have a long and happy life.’

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i l l P h i l l i p s tossed restlessly on his cell bunk 
in the Illinois State Penitentiary in Joliet 
last winter. Unable to sleep, he fitted earphones 
over his blond, wavy hair and turned on the prison 
radio. He caught the last strains of some music and 
a prison “commercial.” 
“Inmates interested in participating in a medical 
experiment in hepatitis report to the blood-donor 
bank tomorrow.” 
Phillips didn’t know what hepatitis was 
He 
didn t know that it is one of the few infectious dis­ 
eases on the rise in this country; that more than 
41.000 cases were reported last year; that an esti­ 
mated 60.000 will be reported this year; that while 
the vast majority recover from the inflammation 
of the liver, some die and others suffer permanent 
damage to the body’s most important chemical fac­ 
tory; that .until recently it was difficult to diag­ 
nose because nobody was quite sure what viruses 
cause hepatitis. 
“Hear that announcement?” Phillips asked his 
cell mate. “I’m going over there tomorrow just to 
see what they got to say.” 
His cell mate gave the 22-year-old the sour look 
of an older, wiser man “Better ask the prison bar­ 
ber about it, too. He shaved the guys that volun­ 
teered for the first tests. Says they were a mess— 
yellow’ and always sick.” 
At first Phillips was only curious. Inmate George 
Sanders’ motive for attending the morning brief­ 
ing session on the experiment was more positive. 
"I have tw'o kids on the outside,” he said. “One 
got real sick, and the doctors thought it was hepa­ 
titis. Instead, it was polio. So I figure if the doctors 
get to know more about hepatitis, they won’t make 
this mistake and maybe, like polio, they’ll even find 
something to keep kids from getting it." 


No Special Promises to Volunteers 


About 50 inmates showed up in the oppressive, 
hand-hewn brownstone hospital the next morning. 
Like most, laconic Charlie Yeagley and intense 
Benny Cotter were interested because “human 
guinea pigs” allegedly got a “good word" with the 
parole board. Dr. Joseph Boggs, director of lab­ 
oratories at Children’s Memorial Hospital in Chi­ 
cago and chief of the experiment, set the record 
straight: 
“I will write a letter to your parole board saying 
you cooperated in a potentially dangerous medical 
experiment. The letter will say nothing else. It may 
help you; it may not. You'll get a nominal sum of 
money, too—$30—nothing to compare w’ith the 
danger and illness you’ll face. So now’s the time 
to get out if you expect anything more.” 
Most stayed—including Phillips. Sanders. Yeag­ 
ley, and Cotter. Then Dr. Boggs, a sandy-haired 
41-year-old pathologist who talks softly but quick­ 
ly. told the inmates what they could expect. 
Five years earlier, he said, researchers Wilton 
Rightsell and I. W MacLean had isolated virus- 
like agents from the blood of hepatitis victims. 
They could only guess that the agents themselves 
carried hepatitis If they did. however, could these 
agents be weakened by growth in tissue culture to 
provide a vaccination making humans immune to 
the disease? 
The answers couldn't be learned from tests on 
animals because they do not contract the disease. 
Only hum ans could act as “guinea pigs ’—and in­ 
mates of a model state prison, because of the ex­ 
cellent controls and observation possible, would 
make ideal volunteers. 
Dr. Boggs proposed to inoculate some of the vol­ 


unteers with distilled water (a control group) and 
others with virus strains of varying strengths. If 
theory was correct, those receiving heavy doses 
would be hospitalized within 30 days, providing 
added proof that the vi us was of hepatitis nature. 
Those with weakened strains would develop pro­ 
tective antibodies in their blood without suffering 
the illness. And if all these “ifs ” proved correct, 
Dr. Boggs and his associates would be well on the 
way to a hepatitis-preventing vaccine. The doctor 
pulled no punches about another “if”—if something 
unexpected turned up in the tests, the volunteers 
might suffer prolonged aftereffects. He reminded 
them. too. that hepatitis sometimes proves fatal. 
“You’ll have a week to think this over,” Dr. 
Boggs concluded. “Then, if you volunteer, you’ll 
sign a contract relea ung us and the state from any 
liability. But," he added, “I can guarantee you the 


best medical care possible. Nobody will leave the 
hospital until he’s completely well.” 
The following weekend. Will Phillips’ girl friend 
and guardian visited him. In the half-joking, half- 
serious manner that characterizes him. Phillips ex­ 
plained his “big newfs." The girl and guardian ex­ 
changed worried glances. “It doesn't seem wise 
to me," the guardian said. “Don't let anybody fool 
you about a parole. Tins is a dangerous thing, and 
it could affect you for a long time.” 
Phillips shrugged and his voice took on a boy­ 
ish quality. "Well, what about helping somebody0 
They said it might help people, kids especially." 
He looked at his girl friend. “You know about me. 
* W ouldn’t you want me to do something that was 
good like this?” 
She didn’t answer directly. “I want you free 
some day—free and healthy and without w orry­ 
ing about some disease coming back.” 
Nevertheless, a few days later Phillips and about 
two dozen other inmates waited in the hospital to 
sign contracts for the experiment 
“I’m bull­ 
headed,” Phillips explained to a fellow’ volunteer. 


“I’m bored,” the other replied frankly. "Any­ 
thing to break the monotony.” 
A priest and notary public witnessed their sig­ 
natures. Next, the volunteers would be taken into 
the doctor’s office and injected. “I don’t know my­ 
self who’s getting what,” Doctor Boggs told them, 
"so don’t keep asking me.” 
One by one, the inmates filed into the office. 
Doctors took a half-pint of blood, then gave the 
volunteers a hypodermic injection. “I hardly felt 
it,” Phillips said later. “After all the build-up, it 
was kinda disappointing.” 
Next came the wait. W’ho had the distilled water, 
who the virus? Doctor Boggs had said that the 
strains he had injected should take effect within 
30 days or less Phillips had the feeling other in­ 
mates were staring at him. looking for the telltale 
signs of yellowing skin and eyes. Secretly, he 


PVMMI his side to feel for inflammation of the 
liver. Nothing 
But after three weeks, the first cases began ap­ 
peal mg. Benny Cotter felt the flush of fever while 
in his cell one night. He reacted as did most of 
the volunteers who were to fall victim to the dis­ 
ease 
he tried to talk himself out of it. “No.” he 
said, this must be a hangover from the cold I had.’ 
George Sanders, the most m atter-of-fact of the 
gioup, also tried to ignore the prelim inary symp­ 
toms. passing them off as “something I ate " 
The young hospital barber, who had witnessed 
and vividly described the illnesses of initial vol- 
unteeis, had ironically volunteered himself. “I 
figured I d been around hospitals so long. I was 
haidened, he said. “Then I came down with the 
dai n thing, and the idea of going to a hospital was 
worse than the first sickness. I lazed around three 
days, thinking I’d shake it. Finally, I knew I had 
to go on sick call.” 
In Challie Yeagley’s case, doctors already had 
discovered hepatitis in his weekly blood sample 
before he admitted being sick.

“She has a tru e sound,” he said to M other, 
"a definite vocal talent. I could teach her to 
become a great singer.” 
‘ It’s such a little voice,” M other p ro­ 
tested. “and she’s too young. Teaching her 
now would be a com plete w aste of time. 
But F ather was determ ined—and M other 
wasn't too surprised. 
Father started to give me lessons im m edi­ 
ately. and w ithin a year I was studying four 
or five hours a day w ith him. By the tim e 
I was six years old and gave my first con­ 
cert. I had, im possible as it may sound, three 
solid years of training behind me.

t t h e t i m e of my first concert, W orld 
W ar II w as on and the bom bing raids 
on our island w ere increasing each week. 
Father, who w as director of the Rhodes 
Musical C onservatory, appealed to the m ili­ 
tary governor to allow us to retu rn to Italy 
Once the w ar ended, we moved to the city 
of Pesaro, Italy, w here F ather had been 
born, and my serious m usical studies began 
again. F ather him self taught me (he w as 
suspicious of other voice teachers and would 
say, "If anybody's going to ruin my chil­ 
dren’s voices, it s going to be me ). 
Our family had little money, and I” athel 
would often go into debt to hire a hall foi 
my early concerts. Once, all the m em beis 
of the local orchestra refused to accept 
money, know ing F ather was having trouble 
meeting his bills. Y ears later, F ather in ­ 
sisted that we retu rn to Pesaro to give a 
special concert from which all the money 
was turned over to the musicians. 
Even if I was the center of attention on 
stage, my im portant role at hom e was being 
a m em ber of our family. I tried acting su ­ 
perior once, and my little brother Paul said, 
What do you think? T hat you are im por­ 
tant because you can sing? W ell, you 
couldn't w ithout Papa!” 
Though I loved M other, I spent three 
times as m any hours w ith F ather and was 
much closer to him. M usic was our special 
bond, and I could talk to him as a friend as 
I could never talk to M other. 
As I becam e m ore accom plished, F athel 
began to arrange concerts all over Europe 
and eventually the U nited States. Shortly 
after my 13th birthday. I stepped onto the 
stage of C arnegie Hall in New York for my 
first appearance in Am erica. The critics gave 
me w onderful review s, and as a result Ed 
Sullivan invited me to appear on his tele­ 
vision show.

a t h e r w a s suspicious of movies, so when 
he was later approached for

Comes the G room .” w ith Bing Crosby and 
Jane W yman, he alm ost turned it down.

About half those receiving the hepatitis virus 
were hospitalized, the others evidently having a 
natural immunity. 
Sanders and Cotter were typical in that their 
worst illness lasted about three days. Both suffered 
prolonged vomiting spells that left them weak; 
their tem peratures ranged between IOO and 102, 
and all appetite was lost. 
The volunteers had been warned that there is 
no cure for hepatitis. For at least a wreek, they 
w'ould be able to hold only citrus juices, vitamins, 
and aspirin. Afterward, they would spend three to 
four weeks in slow, uncomfortable recovery. Each 
volunteer, however, had undergone extensive phys­ 
ical examination to make sure he could withstand 
the attack on his liver cells. 
Cotter, just coming out of the worst part of his 
illness, rem em bers looking around rather hazily 


escape from boredom, the desire to help people 
“on the outside,” or mostly a combination of all— 
and found them selves praying only that this was 
temporary, that they’d get their health back. 
However, in all cases the experim ent followed 
the expected pattern. These cases, and the ones be­ 
fore (a total of 40 illnesses in all experim ents) 
positively identified two strains of virus and prob­ 
ably a third. 
The two types of virus used on the volunteers 
seemed to have caused infectious hepatitis, the 
most prevalent type. It probably is spread by poor 
sanitation and hygiene. The third isolated virus 
may cause serum hepatitis, the most deadly type. 
It is usually transmitted through the blood—by 
transfusion, for exam ple. Now. with the virus most 
closely identified, blood donors can be checked 
more accurately for traces of the virus. 


Phillips Loses 16 Pounds 


“The more I got hungry, the less I got scared,’’ 
says Will Phillips in telling about his recovery. 
But it was IO days before he could finally keep a 
meal down. By that time he had lost 16 pounds, 
and it was alm ost two weeks before he could walk 
steadily. Like Sanders, Cotter, Yeagley, and other 
volunteers, Phillips required four to five weeks of 
hospitalization, despite the best possible medical 
care. “ Even the boredom of a cell seemed better 
after that,” one told a nurse. 
When they were dism issed, each volunteer w as 
assured his system had returned to normal. 
The experim ents proved that research had iso­ 
lated the basic ingredients of a successful hepatitis 
vaccine. The next step for the Boggs team is to test 
the viruses further in order to determine the safest, 
most effective composition for a possible vaccine. 
They also must learn its long-range effects—• 
whether, for exam ple, a vaccinated person could 
infect an unvaccinated one. But the first step to­ 
ward an antihepatitis vaccine is in the past. 
As for the “human guinea pigs,” another test 
came last July. The first of then number went be­ 
fore the parole board. In his file folder w as the 
promised letter from Dr Boggs. The 175 men who 
participated in the over-all experim ent waited for 
word as if each was up for examination. When word 
came, it was disappointing Parole denied. 
The volunteer, interviewed shortly after, was 
bitter. “They promised us help, and they didn’t 
come through.” he said. 
But a sampling of the others indicated a differ­ 
ent feeling. “It’s like when you’re sick,” said Phil­ 
lips. explaining his covolunteer's anger. “ You say 
things that aren’t exactly so, and later you know it 
Nobody I know says they have regrets It probably 
did somebody some good.’

Partisanship fades away at the news from 
Texas that Sam Rayburn, who would have 
been 79 next Jan. 6. is gravely ill. 
Most of us knew him only as a face in

screens. Yet all of us who have wondered 
how representative dem ocracy works have 
looked for the answer in the personality 
and know-how of men like Sam Rayburn. 
In actual fad . he represents a d istrid in 
Texas with less than a quarter of a million 
people — the Fourth 
D tstn d . But the in­ 
fluence he had earned by integrity, experi­ 
ence and comprehension of practical pol­ 
itics in one of the federal government’s 
most sensitive spots, m ade Rep. Rayburn 
as speaker of the House of Representatives 
one of the strongest men in the nation. 
If there were to be a disaster affecting 
both the president of the United States and 
the vice. the speaker of the House would 
become chief executive—and while .Sam Ray­ 
burn w’as in Washington that made sense to 
everybody who knew first-hand about hi* 
devotion to the government. It was his life.

When does a cold war turn hot? 
How m any bullets can whizz back and 
forth across that line marked in the soil of 
Berlin before someone gives an order to 
step up the pace? 
Who is going to be held responsible if a 
trigger happy kid in the E ast German “ po- 
lice force” draw’s a bead on an American 
G I 
and shoots to kill? 
What would restrain an infuriated mob of 
West Berliners from storming the wall with 
enough weapons to wipe out the Pl ast Ger­ 
man guards? 
This is not a potential skirmish between 
residents of a divided city—a municipal civil 
war. The Kremlin has declared that viola­ 
tion of the sovereignty of its satellite state 
in East Germany will be construed as an 
attack on the Soviet Union. 
This is solidly established in the circum ­ 
stances that have grown out of tension in 
Berlin as solidly as the policy of the United 
States, which has given notice that any viola­ 
tion of the sovereignty of West Berlin or of 


the access route to the city will be construed 


a* an overt military move. 


Would-be negotiators have that the United 


States and its allies could veer off this col­ 


lision course with the Soviet Union and that 


Prem ier Khrushchev’, in turn, would avoid a 
collision. But when bullets whizz across the 
Berlin barricades, the most hopeful negotia­ 
tors must get shaky 
The m atter is being taken out of the 
negotiators’ hands by men with the guns and 
mobs with stones. 
It is close to the point at which one full 
clip of bullets m an automatic pistol might 
speak louder than diplomacy. 
Boys are holding in their careless hands 
the potential fate of nations Some of them 
may be tngger-happy. All of them are sub­ 
ject to the terrible tensions they have heen 
put under by the decisions of their govern­ 
ments. 
May they find more wisdom than has 
been found so far by their elders.

lifetime satisfaction, why do half of the young 
men and women lucky enough to start to 
college fail to finish? 
That proportion, incidentally, does not hold 
true in all colleges and universities. Institu­ 
tions that screen students closely before they 
are allowed to enter college have relatively 
few dropouts. Usually, they are caused by 
health or money. It is chiefly in institutions 
which do not practice advance screening that 
mass dropouts occur. 
And that is where the answer is to be 
found. 
Students screened in advance must show 
they possess a strong sense of purpose. They 
must prove by their own previous perform ­ 
ance that they are willing to pay the price 
of being educated, that they are willing to 
put education first and other things second. 
It’s that simple. 
An applicant who never has done anything 
of note m high school doesn’t have a chance 
to make the grade in a college or university 
that aims to graduate all but a handful of 
the freshmen students it accepted.

season by more persons than ever 
before. 


Oh. yes, that historic old tree 
still lives in a small state park 
south of Circleville 


This is true in spite of headlines 
last spring which reported: “ Rag­ 
ing storm claims famed I/igan 
E lm ” and “ historic Logan Elm is 
felled by vicious winds ” And it 
is true despite the m antle of au­ 
thority given a highway depart­ 
ment handyman who was quoted 
as saying the old tree was “ de­ 
stroyed” and that “ There is noth­ 
ing left to do but cut it up for 
souvenirs” 
True, the mighty elm is a far 
cry from being a perfect speci­ 
men of plant life. But, like a 
gnarled and stoojied old man. it 
revels in its remaining life and 
is anxious to stand witness to its 
colorful past. 
And, like the old man. Logan 
Elm has left progeny which, in a 
sense, will cause it to live forever. 
Mac E. Noggle, historian for 
Pickaw ay County, scoffs at “death 
reports” of Logan Elm. He points 
out that many of the sm aller 
elm s in the state park built around 
Ixigan Elm, sprang from the great 
tree ’s own seed. A state nursery 
near Columbus raises thousands of 
elm s from Logan Elm seedlings. 


ONE GROWS on the statehouse 
lawn in Columbus and another rn 
Washington, D. C. And an entire 
New 
Orleans city 
preserve 
is 
covered with trees which origin­ 
ated in Logan Elm 
And an official of the Ohio his­ 
torical society declared that as 
lx>gan Elm leafs out in spring, 
the venerated shrine w i l l be 
spared from the woodsman’s ax. 
Richard Fatig of Columbus, super­ 
intendent of properties for the his­ 
torical society, inspected the great 
old tree and decreed that “ it shall 
rem ain standing.” 
But when the time comes that 
this natural shrine no longer is 
able to withstand the force of the 
storm and fails some spring to 
send out that life—revealing sprig 
of green, there will still remain 
an enduring monument 
to the 
m an whose name the great tree 
bears: the eloquent speech of the 
Mingo Indian chief, Ixigan 
That 
speech, 
which 
Thomas 
Jefferson said invited comparison 
with anything from Cicero or De­ 
mosthenes, 
still 
is 
recited 
by 
school 
children 
and 
has 
been 
translated into several languages. 


STUDENTS of Mingo lore con­ 
tend Logan’s oratorical m aster­ 
piece was more than a speech— 
it was the passionate, im m ortal 
cry straight as an arrow from the 
heart of a noble savage. 
Tom with anguish. Logan cried: 
“ I appeal to any white man to 
say. if ever he entered Logan s 
cabin hungry and he gave him 
not m eat; If ever he cam e cold 
and naked and he clothed him 
not During the course of the last, 
long and bloody war. Logan re­ 
mained idle rn his cabin, an advo­ 
cate for peace. Such was my love 
for the whites that my country­ 
men pointed as they passed and 
said. ‘Logan is the friend of the 
white m en.’ I had even thought 
to live with you but for the injuries 
of one man. Last spring Captain 
Cresap. in cold blood and un­ 
provoked. m urdered all the rela­ 
tives of Logan, not sparing even 
his women and children 
There 
runs not a drop of my blood in 
the veins of any living creature. 
This called on me for revenge I 
have sought it I have killed many, 
I have fully glutted my vengeance.

For my country. I rejoice at the 
beams of peace. Yet do not har­ 
bor the thought that mine is the 
joy of fear Logan never felt fear. 
He will not turn on his heel to 
save his life. WTio is there to 
mourn for Logan? Not one.” 
The speech was recorded bv a 
British arm y colonel. John Gib­ 
son. an aide to Lord Dunmore, 
governor of Virginia And Gibson 
had more than a sympathetic ear 
to la g a n ’s anguished appeal — 
his squaw was lag a n 's only sister 
and a victim of the m assacre a t­ 
tributed by the Mingo chief to 
Captain Cresap. 
It had been Gibson's assignment 
to seek out Logan to join other 
Indian chiefs in a final peace 
treaty with the whites. Following 
a decisive battle at Point Pleasant 
on the Ohio River, the Indians— 
with the exception of the Mingo 
—were ready to call a halt to 
hostilities 


THE INDIANS had been sum ­ 
moned together on tile Pickaway 
plains by the Shawnee chieftan. 
Cornstalk They included the Dela­ 
wares, Miamis, Ottawas, Wyan­ 
dotte*, Cayugas. Their great w ar 
chieftains 
included 
Red 
Hawk, 


Black 
Hoof 
Blue Jacket, Red 
Eagle, Cheeskau. Ouywee. Scrap- 
pathus and Cornstalk’s son, Elen- 
lpsico. 
While they were reluctant to lay 
down their tomahawks despite the 
whipping at Point Pleasant, the 
Indian chieftains a g r e e d with 
Cornstalk that peace should be 
m ade with the whites. 


But Lord Dunmore had great re­ 
spect for the missing chieftain, 
I/)gan. 
and 
was convinced 
no 
treaty would he of value unless 
the Mingo's signature was pres­ 
ent 


For that reason. Gibson was 
dispatched to confer with Logan. 
And their meeting 187 years ago 
next Tuesday, Oct. IO, 1774, was 
under a large elm tree on the 
hanks of Scippo Creek in the heart 
of the Pickaway Plains. It is this 
tree which now apjiears to he 
slowly losing its battle against 
time. 


When that last sprig of green 
fails to appear, and when only a 
withering stump rem ains — only 
a stump remains?—why, no, there 
still will remain that enduring 
monument — Logan’s immortal 
speech. 


No Argument

I do not want to get mixed up 


in the argument over whether a 


man who has built a bomb shelter 


for his fam ily’s security should 


share it with others in the event 


of nuclear attack. 


The proposition is too iffy. 


I think anyone who lets himself 
he trapped into saying he wouldn't 
share his bomb shelter under any 
circum stances is a fool. He is ask­ 
ing for trouble, because if wind 
ever got out that he feel* that 
way he might as well move out 
of the neighborhood as far as ever 
borrowing another lawn mower is 
concerned. 


But 
the debate brings up a 
point about the possibility of nu­ 
clear attack that intrigues all of 
us who live outside the closely 
built-up areas of cities. 


We know what would happen 
Everybody in town would have 
the sam e thought — get out of 
town. There would be a rush to 
the country by all people still 
alive to make the move. Even if 
it were no m ore than a rumor of 
nuclear attack, people would get 
out of target areas. 


T hat’s what intrigues all of us 
with homes in the country. 
We d be swamped with uninvit­ 
ed guests. Some would not ask 
for what they warted They would 
take it. They would have brought 
along firearm s to aid them in a 
dog-eat-dog operation. 
We would have the wells, the 
houses and the food supply. We’d 
have the medicine and the crea­ 
ture comforts. They would size up 
our livestock, including cats and 
dogs, with hungry eyes 
They would show the same con­ 
sideration for our property rights 
that they show each year when 
thev go hunting. 
We are not talking about all of 
them, only about the plug-uglies 
and terrorists who would take over 
if civil discipline broke down We 
have them here the same as they 
have them everywhere else. They 
believe might makes right and 
they’re in no mood to argue 
They would take over, because 
that is the way they think. T ak­ 
ing over is their predictable re­ 
action. There would be a time of 
terror, and they would be the ter­ 
rorist*, pending oblivion for all of 


Looking back on Gov. Michael 
V DiSalle's recent seminars for 
newsmen on state financing, one 
conclusion stands out above all 
others from the mass of facts and 
figures, charts and diagrams: 
It s a mistake to try to separate 
such things from the realm of 
politics 
The cry for “ nonpolitical” dis­ 
cussions, studies and reports on 
Ohio’s money problems is a con­ 
tinuing one 
It comes from the politicians 
themselves who, being human, 
sometimes weary of their front­ 
line battles in the halls of govern­ 
ment. 
And it comes from their constit­ 
uents who, as individuals, flounder 
in seas of confusion over which 
side is telling the truth or, as 
m em bers of organized pressure 
groups, 
find 
themselves 
allied 
against the side that happens to 
be in the political majority at 
the time. 
But it is doubtful that any dis­ 
cussion study or report on state 
financing could be really “non­ 
political.” That’s so whether the 
research took the form of a con­ 
centrated briefing—like the gov­ 
ernor’s seminars—or a protracted 
investigation directed bv the Leg­ 
islative Service Commission—as 
has been proposed by Republican 
leaders of the Ohio General As­ 
sembly. 


THE REASON is that 15 people 
for any other number) looking at 
the sam e set of facts and figures 
can rome up with 15 different 
ideas on what they mean in term s 
of desirable political action. 
A couple of random examples 
from Gov. DiSalle’s seminars il­ 
lustrate the jiomt: 
It’s a fact that while the dollar 
cost of the state school subsidy 
program climbed phenomenally, 
the state’s share of the total cost 
of public education dropped from 
46 4 per cent in 1948 to 33 3 jier 
cent in 1960 
This means local 
taxpayers have been picking up 
a bigger part of the tab through 
their votes on levies 
Is that bad? Many people—the 
governor and educators included 
—think so. They argue that m any 
Ohio boys and girls still are not 
getting good enough training to 
serve them or their society in 
the future, that local taxpayers are 
burdened enough and that the 
state has an obligation to raise 
its ante 
But many other people believe 
it’s a good trend reflecting strong­ 
er local control of public pro­ 


gram s and an increasing aware- 
ness by the citizenry of its col­ 
lective responsibilities. 
It’s a fact that the state uni­ 
versities derive only about one- 
third of their income from taxes. 
The rest is supplied by student 
fees, gifts and relatively small 
federal grants. 
Is that bad? Many people—the 
governor and university officials 
included—believe so They contend 
students are tapped for more than 
they should be in an "equal op­ 
portunity” program and that the 
universities are nearing the limit 
of the burden they can c arn ’ bv 
their own devices. 
But 
many 
other 
people 
see 
nothing derelict in a political phil­ 
osophy that dem ands a two-thirds 
contribution from the individual 
who wants to enjoy the benefits 
of a college education. And thev 
challenge the wisdom of making 
it physically and financially pus- 
sible for every child to go to 
college whether he’s equipped for 
it or not. 


THE SAME SORT of divergence 
between fact and conclusion can 
he found in virtually every phase 
of Ohio’s ll bilhon-a-year gov- 
eminent 
The figures m ay be cold and 
unchallengeable (even that is not 
always true in government financ­ 
ing). but opinions on w’hat they 
mean are always subject to chal­ 
lenge and the challenging process 
can get mighty heated 
T hat’s politics. It’s the process 
of making decisions through tho 
political medium of the ballot box. 
The governor’s sem inars were 
valuable as “ background” because 
he and his top adm inistrators did 
a highly creditable job of pre­ 
senting the facts and figures 
But the sem inars did not solve 
the political argum ent that has 
been raging in Ohio for these last 
several years and will range for 
many more to come. 
It would have been impossible 
for the governor to keep attempts 
at political persuasion out of his 
seminars It’s equally imjxissible 
for his opjionents to avoid attern 
at 
counteracting his persuasive 
efforts. 
That's the way they strive for 
the “ truth” in the argument—the 
m ajority decision of the electorate 
on which side is right. 
The greatest disservice in this 
process is done by the jieople who 
attempt to shirk their citizenship * 
^ s e n s ib ility by demanding that 
the 
subject 
be 
“ taken out 
of 
politics.”

H ie minds of most politicians 


are eerie attics haunted by il­ 


logical and nonsensical supersti­ 


tions. I illustrate by portraying 


the horns of a dilemma presented 


to Richard Nixon by some of his 


friends and numerous enemies. 


Find consistency in them, if you 


can: “ He must run for governor 


to m ake himself available for a 
presidential nomination in 1964 ” 
And 
“ A governor elected in 1962 
m ust 
serve 
as 
such 
for 
four 
y ears.” 
The first of these propositions 
has been and is questionable in 
Nixon's case. The second is a su­ 
perstition largely created and be­ 
lieved in by politicians. 
This question arose in 1942 when 
Thomas E 
Dewey said, in ac­ 
cepting the nomination for gov­ 
ernor of New York: “ For my part, 
let me say right now that I shall 
dev ote the next four years to the 
service of the people of New 
Y ork.” 
That has a large escape hatch 
through 
which 
the 
governor 
em erged without a scratch and 
without meeting criticism. 
In January 1944, when the Dew­ 
ey bandwagon was rolling along, 
I asked Gov. Dewey to explain the 
“ inconsistency.” 
He called attention to the words 
“ for my part” and then approved 
the following explanation, which I 
wrote in a magazine article: 
“ Even if he has pledged his 
service to the state of New York, 
as Dewey has done, the greater 
authority of the nation can break 
such 
a pledge. In short, the na­ 
tion 
overrules the state 
and it 
also 
overrules Mr. Dewey, the 
servant of the state.” 


DEMSEY SOUGHT the nom ina­ 
tion openly and won it over oppo­ 
sition. I don't believe his course 
lost him a single vote in New 
York. 
Gov. Rockefeller has said, with 
respect to the bearing of his own 
candidacy for 
governor on 
the 
presidential nomination in 1964: “ I 
fundamentally don’t 
believe 
in 
that kind of pledge.” That m akes 
a lot of sense And I believe most 
voters also believe it makes sense. 
After all. John F. Kennedy in 
1960 had four more years to serve 
M assachusetts as its senator. But 
the people of his state voted for 
him as a presidential candidate. 
Nixon’s statement differed m a­ 
terially from that of Dewey in 
1942. He made it perfectly clear 
that he would not in any way 
seek til* 1964 nomination. 
Dewey did not say that, and he 
did see* the nomination. 


Nixon s statem ent should be ac­ 
cepted bv the people of California 
without further qualification 


B IT NOT SATISFIED with Nix 
on’s plain English, inquiring re­ 
porters at the Nixon press confer 
ence rn Iiis Angeles summoned 
from its grave the ghost of Gen 
William Tecumseh Sherman. 
In 1884 Gen. Sherm an was 65 
years old and re tie d from the 
Army. Jam es G. Blaine, the logi­ 
cal candidate, was reluctant to 
run because he believed he could 
not carry New York 
He asked 
Slierman to take the nomination 
Sherman replied as follows: 
“ I will not, in any event, enter­ 
tain or accept a nomination 
I would account myself a fool. 
a madman, an ass. to embark 
anew, at 65 years of age, in a ca­ 
reer that at any moment may 
be tempest tossed by the perfidy, 
the defalcation, the dishonesty or 
neglect of one of a hundred thou- 
unknown to the president of the 
United States, not to say the eter­ 
nal worriment of a vast horde cf 
impecunious friends and old mili­ 
tary subordinates.” 
Later Sherman nailed the issue 
bv a telegram to the convention 
saving’ 
“ lf I am nominated I 
will not accept, and will not serve 
if elected.” 


THE DECISIVE differences are 
that Sherman was 65, he had 
no experience in civil government, 
and the time was the eve of the 
convention and not three years 
before And he had only a few 
years to live. 
The nation's interests would br 
poorly served to limit the choice 
of 
a presidential 
candidate 
to 
those in office whose terms ex­ 
pire in 1964 or to fellows named 
Joe who have no office at all. 
The issue in California is Nixon 
or Brown, not Gen S h e r m a n . 
That should be enough to concern 
the people of that fine, big, and 
highly literate state.

S u c h 
desirable w ays 
rn a y not be 
easily attained. 
One o r rn o r e 
children m a y 
lie e a g e r to 
hurry o f f to Dr. Garry Meyers 
play. They m ay even prefer to 
pass up dessert. Of course, if they 
leave the table before dessert is 
served, they m ight well be told 
they c a n ’t com e back for it later 
While I was discussing this m at­ 
te r w ith a certain fath er, he r e ­ 
ferred to a daughter. 14. who la te ­ 
ly has been w orking h ard to re ­ 
duce her excessive w eight. 


“IT SEEMS easier for her to 


cut dow n on food if she leaves 


the table rath e r early .” he said 


I conceded that he had a good 


point. 


Then. too. the tot th ree or four 


m ay get pretty tired w aiting at 


the table after he h as finished 


Rut there com es a tim e. say at 


eight o r ten, certain ly at 12 or 
14. w hen he should learn to wait 
for a reasonable tim e after he 
has finished eating 
The desirability of his doing so 
becom es apparent when the fam ­ 
ily eats out together o r when there 
are dinner guests. W hen, for ex ­ 
am ple. you paren ts and your chil­ 
dren eat at a public place and the 
child older than six o r eight, or 
as old as 14. insists on leaving the 
table and roam ing about, he seem s 
pretty im m ature. T here s value in 


som e w holesom e self - discipline 


here. 


You 
m ight

nouncing to the children o v e r 
three or four that they shall re ­ 
m ain at the table until a c e r­ 
tain tim e you will state —> at the 
end. say, of 20 m inutes 
In the 
hom e, a clock m ay be set to ring 
at this tim e in the interest of c e r­ 
tainty. 


KOR TUE CHILD over six or 
eight who inclines to holt his food 
so he can hurry out to play, a 
definite tim e limit adhered to m ay 
have d esirab le effect 
This is far 
b etter than nagging at him con­ 
stantly to eat m ore slowly. 
Seeing that he m ust wait till a 
certain tim e to leave the table 
anyw ay, he will n aturally com e 
to the conclusion that he m ight 
as well not hurry. 
T he foregoing does not take ac­ 
count of the child com m anded to 
rem ain al the table until he has 
finished the food 
served h i rn 
T h ere’s hardly a justifiable ex­ 
cuse for such a case

n a b a l m y n i g h t in June, 1956, Charles 
Drake, 
an 
elderly 
merchant, 
was 
watching television when a man broke into 
his home near Jefferson. Ga. Drake re­ 
sisted the intruder and was fatally shot. The 
killer searched his victim’s pockets but 
found only SIO, which he took. 
The telephone wires were then pulled out 
of the wall so Mrs. Drake was unable to 
notify the police immediately. By the time 
the sheriff arrived, the killer had vanished. 
Tearfully, Mrs. Drake described the rob­ 
ber as a man in his 40s, short and stocky, 
with dark curly hair and dark piercing eyes. 
The sheriff ordered the description broad­ 
cast and roadblocks set up on all roads 
leading out of the county. Several suspects 
were picked up and cleared. A few hours 
after the m urder, a man named Jam es Fos­ 
ter, 40, was stopped at a roadblock. Though 
he was not stocky, his hair was dark and 
his eyes were dark and fiery. 
Mrs. Drake positively identified him as 
the killer. Foster went on trial for murder. 
"Hiree friends testified that they had been 
WI ta him throughout the evening and that 
they had never been closer than seven miles 
to Jefferson. But Mrs. Drake pointed out 
Foster as the killer. He was convicted and 
sentenced to die in the electric chair. 
I didn t do it!” Foster cried. "I didn t! 
His lawyers, Jam es H. Wood and Floyd 
Hoard, believed him. So did many other 
Jefferson people, who raised a defense fund. 
The attorneys requestioned Foster s three 
companions, who insisted they had told the 
truth. The attorneys retraced the steps Fos­ 
ter and his friends said they had taken; 
several people thought they had seen the 
four, but were unwilling to swear they had. 
Months passed while Wood and Hoard 
questioned thousands of people. 'Diey tried, 
unsuccessfully, to find the 38 caliber re­ 
volver that had fired the fatal shots. The 
ddte of execution w’as postponed several 
times as the lawyers filed more appeals. 
Then, as their efforts began to appear 
°Peless, they were called to a South Caro- 


Beforc Mrs. Drake could phone the police, 
the hiller pulled out the wires and fled. 


lina prison, where a convict told them he 
knew the identity of the Drake killer. He 
said a man named Charles P. Rothschild, 
who owned a .38 caliber revolver, had been 
tipped off that Drake regularly carried 
$5,000 in cash; that was why he had shot the 
elderly man. 
The attorneys knew about the money. It 
had been sewed into Drake s shirt pocket, 
where it was found intact after he was killed. 
Charles P. “Rocky” Rothschild had been 
convicted on a burglary charge and was in 
prison in Columbia. S. C. The lawyers ques­ 
tioned him, but he denied any knowledge 
of the m urder of Drake. Then they arranged 
to have Mrs. Carmina Drake look at him. 
“That’s not the man who killed Charlie,” 
she said. 


W 


h a t c o u l d the lawyers do against the 
positive testimony of Mrs. Drake? They 
didn’t question her integrity, but they were 
convinced she was mistaken More than two 
years had passed and their last appeal had 
been denied. Foster again was in the shadow 
of the chair: a new date for the execution 
was only a few weeks away. 
Then, on July 4, 1958, Rocky Rothschild 
confessed that he had killed Charles Drake. 
He had gone to the merchant’s home look­ 
ing for the $5,000 
Foster was freed, and at a brief trial 
Rothschild was convicted of murder. He 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. 
In a public statement, Rothschild revealed 
why he had confessed, even after Mrs. 
Drake had mistakenly vindicated him: 
“The killing has been constantly on my 
mind, and I have read the Bible. One verse 
from the Bible convinced me I should tell 
the truth. ‘Blessed are they which are per­ 
secuted for righteousness sake, for theirs is 
the kingdom of heaven.’ 
“Foster was definitely persecuted. May he 
have a long and happy life.”

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i l l P h i l l i p s tossed restlessly on his cell bunk 
in the Illinois S tate P enitentiary in Joliet 
last w inter. U nable to sleep, he ritted earphones 
over his blond, wavy hair and turned on the prison 
radio. He caught the last strains of some m usic and 
a prison “com m ercial.” 
“Inm ates interested in participating in a medical 
experim ent in hepatitis report to the blood-donor 
bank tom orrow ." 
Phillips didn't know what hepatitis was 
He 
didn t know that it is one of the few infectious dis­ 
eases on the rise in this country; that m ore than 
41,000 cases w ere reported last year; that an esti­ 
m ated 60,000 will be reported this year; that while 
the vast m ajority recover from the inflammation 
of the liver, some die and others suffer perm anent 
dam age to the body’s most im portant chem ical fac­ 
tory; that .until recently it was difficult to diag­ 
nose because nobody was quite sure w’hat viruses 
cause hepatitis. 
“H ear that announcem ent?” Phillips asked his 
cell mate. “I'm going over there tom orrow ju st to 
see what they got to say.” 
His cell m ate gave the 22-year-o ld the sour look 
of an older, w iser m an "B etter ask the prison b a r­ 
ber about it, too. He shaved the guys that volun­ 
teered for the first tests. Says they w ere a m ess-- 
yellow and always sick.” 
At first Phillips was only curious. Inm ate G eorge 
Sanders' m otive for attending the m orning brief­ 
ing session on the experim ent was m ore positive. 
"I have two kids on the outside,” he said. “One 
got real sick, and the doctors thought it was hepa­ 
titis Instead, it was polio. So I figure if the doctors 
get to know m ore about hepatitis, they w on’t m ake 
this m istake and m aybe, like polio, they’ll even find 
som ething to keep kids from getting it." 


No Special Promises to Volunteers 


About 50 inm ates showed up in the oppressive, 
hand-hewm brow nstone hospital the next m orning 
Like most, laconic C harlie Yeagley and intense 
Benny C otter wrere interested because “hum an 
guinea pigs” allegedly got a “good w ord" w ith the 
parole board. Dr. Joseph Boggs, director of la b ­ 
oratories at C hildren's M emorial Hospital in C hi­ 
cago and chief of the experim ent, set the record 
straight: 
“I will w rite a letter to your parole board saying 
you cooperated in a potentially dangerous m edical 
experim ent. The letter will say nothing else It may 
help you; it may not. Y ou’ll get a nom inal sum of 
money, too—$30—nothing to com pare w ith the 
danger and illness you'll face So now ’s the tim e 
to get out if you expect anything m ore.” 
Most stayed—including Phillips. Sanders. Y eag­ 
ley, and C otter. Then Dr. Boggs, a sandy-haired 
41-year-old pathologist who talks softly but quick­ 
ly. told the inm ates w'hat they could expect. 
Five years earlier, hi' said. researchers W ilton 
Rightsell and I. W M acLean had isolated virus- 
like agents from the blood of hepatitis victims. 
They could only guess that the agents them selves 
carried hepatitis. If they did. how ever, could those 
agents be w eakened by grow th in tissue culture to 
provide a vaccination m aking hum ans im m une to 
the disease? 
The answ ers couldn't be learned from tests on 
anim als because they do not contract tile disease 
Only hum ans could act as "guinea pigs”—and in ­ 
m ates of a model state prison, because of the e x ­ 
cellent controls and observation possible, would 
m ake ideal volunteers. 
Dr. Boggs proposed to inoculate some of the vol­ 


unteers with distilled w ater (a control group) and 
others w’lth virus strains of varying strengths. If 
theory was correct, those receiving heavy doses 
would be hospitalized w ithin 30 days, providing 
added proof that the VI us was of hepatitis nature. 
Those with w eakened strains w'ould develop p ro­ 
tective antibodies in their blood w ithout suffering 
the illness. And if all these “ifs" proved correct. 
Dr. Boggs and his associates would be well on the 
way to a hepatitis-preventing vaccine. The doctor 
pulled no punches about another “if ’—if som ething 
unexpected turned up in the tests, the volunteers 
m ight suffer prolonged aftereffects. He rem inded 
them . too. that hepatitis som etim es proves fatal. 
"Y ou’ll have a w eek to think this over.” Dr. 
Boggs concluded. “Then, if you volunteer, you’ll 
sign a contract releaan g us and the state from any 
liability. But," he added, “I can guarantee you the 


best medical care possible. Nobody will leave the 
hospital until he’s com pletely well.” 
The following weekend. Will Phillips’ girl friend 
and guardian visited him. In the half-joking, half- 
serious m anner that characterizes him. Phillips ex ­ 
plained his "big new s." The girl and guardian ex ­ 
changed w orried glances. "It doesn t seem wise 
to m e,” the guardian said "D on’t let anybody fool 
you about a parole. Tins is a dangerous thing, and 
it could affect you for a long tim e." 
Phillips shrugged and his voice took on a boy­ 
ish quality “Well, w hat about helping som ebody’’ 
They said it m ight help people, kids especially." 
He looked at his girl friend. "You know about me. 
' W ouldn't you w ant me to do som ething that was 
good like this?" 
She d id n t answ er directly. "I want you free 
some day—free and healthy and w ithout w orry­ 
ing about some disease coming back." 
N evertheless, a few days later Phillips and about 
two dozen other inm ates waited in the hospital to 
sign contracts for the experim ent 
“I'm b u ll­ 
headed," Phillips explained to a fellow volunteer. 


"I'm bored,” the other replied frankly. “A ny­ 
thing to break the m onotony.” 
A priest and notary public w itnessed their sig­ 
natures. N ext, the volunteers w’ould bt' taken into 
the doctor’s office and injected. “I don’t know’ m y­ 
self w ho’s getting w hat,” D octor Boggs told them, 
"so don’t keep asking m e.” 
One by one, the inm ates filed into the office. 
D octors took a h alf-pint of blood, then gave the 
volunteers a hypoderm ic injection. “I hardly felt 
it,” Phillips said later. “A fter all the build-up, it 
was kinda disappointing.” 
N ext cam e the w’ait. W ho had the distilled water, 
who the v iru s’* D octor Boggs had said that the 
strains he had injected should take effect within 
30 days or less Phillips had the feeling other in­ 
m ates w ere staring at him , looking for the telltale 
signs of yellow ing skin and eyes. Secretly, he 


pressed his side to feel for inflam m ation of the 
liver. N othing 
But after three weeks, the first cases began ap- 
pear mg. Benny C otter felt the flush of fever while 
in his cell one night. He reacted as did most of 
the volunteers who w ere to fall victim to the dis­ 
ease; he tried to talk him self out of it. “No." he 
said, this m ust be a hangover from the cold I had.’ 
G eorge Sanders, the m ost m atter-o f-fact of the 
group, also tried to ignore the prelim inary sym p­ 
toms. passing them off as “som ething I ate." 
The young hospital barber, who had witnessed 
and vividly described the illnesses of initial vol­ 
u n te e r, had ironically volunteered himself. “I 
figured I d been around hospitals so long. I was 
haidened, 
he said. “Then I cam e dow n with the 
d am thing, and the idea of going to a hospital was 
worse than the first sickness. I lazed around three 
days, thinking I’d shake it. Finally, I knew I had 
to go on sick call." 
In C harlie Y eagley’s case, doctors already had 
discovered hepatitis in his w eekly blood sample 
before he adm itted being sick.

A young doctor was on the threshold of a vaccine 


for hepatitis, one of our fastest-spreading diseases, 


but only these convicts could prove his experiment 


— at danger to themselves

"She has a true sound," he said to Mother, 
“a definite vocal talent. I could teach her to 
become a great singer.” 
"It’s such a little voice," Mother pro­ 
tested. "and she's too young.

But Father was determined—and Mother 
wasn't too surprised. 
Father started to give me lessons immedi­ 
ately. and within a year I was studying four 
or five hours a day with him. By the time 
I was six years old and gave my first con­ 
cert. I had, impossible as it may sound, three 
solid years of training behind me.

t t h e t i m e of my first concert. World 
War II was on and the bombing raids 
on our island were increasing each week. 
Father, who was director of the Rhodes 
Musical Conservatory, appealed to the mili­ 
tary governor to allow us to return to Italy. 
Once the war ended, we moved to the city 
of Pesaro, Italy, where Father had been 
born, and my serious musical studies began 
again. Father himself taught me (he was 
suspicious of other voice teachers and would 
say. “If anybody’s going to ruin my chil­ 
dren's voices, it s going to be me’ ). 
Our family had little money, and Father 
would often go into debt to hire a hall for 
my early concerts. Once, all the members 
of the local orchestra refused to accept 
money, knowing Father was having trouble 
meeting his bills. Years later, Father in­ 
sisted that we return to Pesaro to give a 
special concert from which all the money 
was turned over to the musicians. 
Even if I was the center of attention on 
stage, my important role at home was being 
a member of our family. I tried acting su­ 
perior once, and my little brother Paul said, 
What do you think? That you are impor­ 
tant because you can sing? Well, you 
couldn't without Papa!” 
Though I loved Mother, I spent three 
times as many hours with Father and was 
much closer to him. Music was our special 
bond, and I could talk to him as a friend as 
I could never talk to Mother. 
As I became more accomplished. Father 
began to arrange concerts all over Europe 
and eventually the United States. Shortly 
after my 13th birthday. I stepped onto the 
stage of Carnegie Hall in New York for my 
first appearance in America. The critics gave 
me wonderful reviews, and as a result Ed 
Sullivan invited me to appear on his tele­ 
vision show.

a t h e r w a s suspicious o f movies, so when 
he w’as later approached for "Here 
Comes the Groom.” with Bing Crosby and 
Jane Wyman, he almost turned it down. A 
studio vice president had to come and argue 
for days. Father agreed only after he was 
promised free round-trip tickets to Holly­ 
wood fo r all five Alberghettis. 
If Father was demanding when it came to 
my contracts, he was equally hard in what 
he expected from me as a performer. When­ 
ever I gave a bad concert, he stopped being 


a father the moment we were alone. “I 
wouldn t pay 25 cents to see the concert you 
gave tonight.” he would snap. “ You should 
bt1 ashamed to come out on a stage and sing 
the way you did!” 
These quarrels were mainly professional, 
and they were healthy. We had the same 
Italian tempers that boiled over quick­ 
ly. But we were able to forget the argu­ 
ments just as quickly. 
Never, in those years, did I conceive of a 
world without my father. When the doctors 
told me in 1956 that he was seriously ill, I 
couldn’t believe it. But suddenly I discov­ 
ered new responsibilities were dropping on 
my shoulders. 
The first important decision was whether 
my father should undergo an operation. 
Mother felt that because Father and I had 
such similar temperaments, I would know 
best what he would want done. 
“Talk to the doctors,” she said. "Then 
you decide. I can't.” 
Unfortunately, however, the operation 
did not stop the disease*, and the doctors 
said that Father had only six months to live. 
They tried to say it as gently as possible, 
but the brutal fact had to be faced.

a im e r d ie d in 1957. After the funeral, I 
wandered around in a daze. Then, one 
evening. Mother came into my room as I 
was getting ready for bed. 
Mother said, "You know. Anna, wrhen God 
sends us something as terrible as your 
father’s death, He also sends along with it 
a great strength to endure the grief and 
come out of it. If you don’t try to keep on 
living and working, you will make this 
thing much harder for yourself.”

Carla, and 
Paul in California practically every day on 
the telephone. I realize now that while 
Father had been giving his strength and 
wisdom to me he had also been giving to 
the others in my family. 
When I needed help, they had stepped 
forward to give me strength. In a sense, my 
father is all about me—in the faces and love 
of my family.

But that night he broke 
into a sweat and felt nauseous. 
Wednesday, fever and loss of appetite reappeared 
and then vanished. On Thursday, the onslaught 
came again and stayed. I ve got it all right, Phillips 
told himself, but if its this late it m ust bt' a weak 
case He remembered that Doctor Hoggs had said 
some volunteers who received the virus might build 
up protective antibodies in their blood, m uch as in 
the case of a smallpox vaccination T hat was it - 
I’ve got one of those side reactions. Phillips decided 
His cell mate found him Friday m orning, lying 
drenched in his bunk “Get out of here, W illy,’’ he 
sajd “I don’t want a stiff on my hands." 
Phillips gave up the pretense and w ent on sick 
•all The nurse took his tem perature. It was 104 8. 


A bout half those receiving the hepatitis virus 
w ere hospitalized, the others evidently having a 
natural im m unity. 
Sanders and C otter w ere typical in that their 
w orst illness lasted about three days. Both suffered 
prolonged vom iting spells that left them weak: 
their tem peratures ranged betw een IOO and 102. 
and all appetite was lost. 
The volunteers had been w arned that there is 
no cure for hepatitis. For at least a week, they 
w'ould be able to hold only citrus juices, vitam ins, 
and aspirin A fterw ard, they would spend three to 
four weeks in slow, uncom fortable recovery. Each 
volunteer, how ever, had undergone extensive phys­ 
ical exam ination to m ake sure he could w ithstand 
the attack on his liver cells. 
C otter, ju st coming out of the worst part of his 
illness, rem em bers looking around rather hazily 


and seeing a form spraw led in tin* next bed. It was 
Phillips. As w eak as he was, C o tter’s interest rose 
The jaundice sym ptom s w ere m arked on Phillips. 
“Y ou’ve turned yellow .” C otter said 
“I feel all green. ” Phillips replied A ttendants 
had affixed a glucose bottle to him for intravenous 
feeding the first day. He stared at the contraption 
and w ondered if hr* should ask a nurse to w rite his 
girl He would doze off for a while, but nausea 
would aw aken him. The vomiting was violent and 
perspiration steady. 
Doctor Boggs and an associate appeared at his 
side the next m orning and ordered him off glucose. 
It s just juices for a long tim e.”’ he said Hi* exam ­ 
ined Phillips’ eyes and probed his right side. 
“ You'll come out of it fine.” 
That seemed hardly possible to Phillips at the 
time. W hether their attacks were mild or severe, 
each of the volunteers recalled a common reaction: 
they could hear Doctor Boggs” initial words to 
them, w arning of the possibility of danger in deal­ 
ing with relative unknow ns 
They forgot then 
m otives for volunteering 
possible* parole help, an 


escape from boredom , the desire to help people 
“on the outside,” or mostly a com bination of all— 
and found them selves praying only that this w*as 
tem porary, that they’d get their health back. 
However, in all cast’s the experim ent followed 
the expected pattern. These cases, and the ones be­ 
fore (a total of 40 illnesses in all experim ents) 
positively identified two strains of virus and prob­ 
ably a third. 
The two types of virus used on the volunteers 
seem ed to have caused infectious hepatitis, the 
most prevalent type. It probably is spread by poor 
sanitation and hygiene. The third isolated virus 
may cause serum hepatitis, the most deadly type. 
It is usually transm itted through the blood—by 
transfusion, for exam ple. Now. with the virus most 
closely identified, blood donors can be checked 
more accurately for traces of the virus. 


Phillips Loses 16 Pounds 


“The m ore I got hungry, the less I got scared,” 
says Will Phillips in telling about his recovery. 
But it was IO days before he could finally keep a 
meal down. By that tim e he had lost lh pounds, 
and it was alm ost two w eeks before he could walk 
steadily. Like Sanders, C otter, Yeagley, and other 
volunteers, Phillips required four to five w eeks of 
hospitalization, despite the best possible medical 
care. “Even the boredom of a cell seem ed better 
after that," one told a nurse. 
When they w ere dism issed, each volunteer w as 
assured his system had returned to normal. 
The experim ents proved that research had iso­ 
lated the basic ingredients of a successful hepatitis 
vaccine. The next step for the Boggs team is to test 
the viruses further in order to determ ine the safest, 
most effective com position foi a possible vaccine. 
They also m ust learn its long-range effects-- 
w hether, for exam ple, a vaccinated person could 
infect an unvaccinated one. But the first step to­ 
w ard an antihepatitis vaccine is in the past. 
As for the “hum an guinea pigs,” another test 
cam e last July. The first of their num ber w ent be­ 
fore the parole board. In his file folder was the 
prom ised letter from Dr Boggs. The 175 men who 
participated in the over-all experim ent waited for 
word as if each was up for exam ination. When word 
came, it was disappointing. P arole denied. 
The volunteer, interview ed shortly after, was 
bitter. “They prom ised us help. and they didn’t 
come through," he said. 
But a sam pling of the others indicated a differ­ 
ent feeling. “It’s like when you’re sick.” said P hil­ 
lips. explaining his covolunteer’s anger. “ You say 
things that are n ’t exactly so, and later you know it 
Nobody I know says they have regrets It probably 
did somebody some good.” __________________________
